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DETAILED ACTION 
Oath/Declaration 

It does not identify the foreign application for patent or inventor's certificate on 
which priority is claimed pursuant to 37 CFR 1 .55, and any foreign application 
having a filing date before that of the application on which priority is claimed, by 
specifying the application number, country, day, month and year of its filing.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

The first step of the independent claims is not clear. It is not seen how the 
eliminating of the most likely to be disconnected potential services would determine 
aging services. The dependent claims are rejected also because of the defect of their 
parent claims. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1, 2 and 9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Elwin et al. (USP 6,148,210). 
Claims 1, 2, 9 

See Figure 13 and the description tliereof (column 10 line 55 to column 1 1 
linelS) in Elwin et al. Elwin et al. teach: 

A method for selecting a resource (central equipment for connecting a telephone 
call) from a plurality of potential resources (all the available paths provided by the 
central equipment) for providing a service (telephone connection) in response to a 
service request, the method comprising the steps of: 

determining aging services by estimating which of the potential services are likely 
to be disconnected; 

disconnecting one of the aging services from its associated resource (see the 
example described in column 11 line 8-14); and 

using the disconnected resource for providing the service in the service request 
(see "request" in the excerpts identified above"). 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 
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The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 3-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Elwin 
etal. (USP 6,148,210). 

Elwin et al. teach claim combination set forth above. 
Claims 3, 5, 6 

It would have been obvious to a person of ordinary skill in the art to disconnected 
to a non-responsiveness connection because that indicates that the connection is no 
longer in use. 
Claim 4, 7, 8 

The claims merely consist of non-functional descriptive material.
